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Justice Minister attends BTA town hall meeting 


PHILIP SBURG--Antillean 
Justice Minister Magali 
Jacoba fielded questions from 
undocumented persons in 
English, Spanish and Creole 
about applying for temporary 
residence and requesting 
special permits, at a town hall 
meeting Wednesday. 

Nationals of Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic volleyed 
questions about the Brooks 
Tower Accord (BTA) at the 
minister, police, Executive 
Council members, and Haitian 
and Dominican Republic 
Consuls for more than three 
hours. 

The minister had presented 
temporary permits to Yles St. 
Come and Du Qun Wu about 
an hour earlier, the first for the 


Antilles since the BTA went 
into effect on November 3. 
Questions were asked about 
the legalisation programme’s 
consideration for people 
who had migrated through 
different islands in the 
Netherlands Antilles, among 
other situations, and whether 
leaving the country had 
disqualified them. 

Dominican Republic Consul 
Doris Elsa Vasquez-Martinez 
applauded the session, calling 
it an eye-opener for her 
countrymen, but lamented the 
fact that public forums and 
talks about the BTA hadn’t 
taken place sooner. She said 
she was “a little worried” 
and that “[the time is] short,

Carty: Give staff help 
with BTA applications 

PHILIPSBURG—St. Maarten Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry President Glen Carty is calling on businesses to assist 
their undocumented workers with the documentation they need 
to become legal residents under the Brooks Tower Accord 
(BTA). 

Carty, who met with Antillean Justice Minister Magali Jacoba 
on Thursday, said he was surprised that businesses were not 
making use of the opportunity to help their workers become 
legal. He said the Chamber had been informed that some 
establishments were reluctant to assist their workers with the 
documentation they needed to apply for temporary residence 
permits, such as copies of their pay slips. 

He said he had been assured that there would be no sanctions 
against businesses whose undocumented workers went through 
the BTA process. 

Carty, a proponent giving of St. Maarteners and Antilleans 
first preference for employment in St. Maarten, noted that 
many businesses usually contended that immigrant labour was 
needed. 

“That is why when I am hearing that many businesses were 
not assisting their employees who are working in their 
establishments ... I was somewhat surprised,” he told reporters 
at a press conference, co-hosted by the Minister. 

He said the number of persons who had applied for permits so 
far, compared to the number of undocumented persons estimated 
to be living here, was “shocking.” 

Jacoba had said recently that some 40,000 persons were 
estimated to be living in St. Maarten illegally. 

Businesses were advised to make use of the opportunity to 
have their employees regulate their status, because authorities 
will clamp down on undocumented residents throughout the 
Netherlands Antilles from March 2010. 

“Please take advantage of this process; you need your employees. 
You tell us that you need the work force for your business to 
be successful. Get it done now,” Carty said. “In March [2010] 
there will be sanctions. There will be Immigration checks and 
at that time the Chamber will not be there to assist any business 
that did not document its employees.” 

Implementation of the accord, which grants temporary residence 
to undocumented persons who meet certain criteria, is in its 
third week. □

Jacoba said many questions 
had been too specific to 
answer at the session, but she 
had been able to clarify some 
worries about persons who had 
not stayed in the same place. 
Persons who had moved from 
one Antillean island to another 
within the BTA eligibility 
period and those who had left 
the Antilles for fewer than 
nine months still qualified, the 
minister said. 

She referred questions 
relating to one or two persons 
to the BTA steering group, 
assembled to evaluate special 
cases during the Brooks Tower 


Accord period, which ends on 
December 15. Everyone who 
has been living here since 
before 2006 should have either 
received his or her residence 
permit or registered for it 
by then. Only persons who 
have been here since before 
December 31, 2001, or who 
arrived between January 1, 
2002, and December 31, 2005, 
qualify. 

Only 36 residents who applied 
in the first week have been 
granted permits, but another 
874 persons have requested 
permits since the start. 

Rosario talks undocumented 
persons through the process in 
the afternoons during the BTA 
period from 4:00 to 10:00pm 
and on Saturdays from 8:00am 
to 10:00pm.

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About 4,000 businesses haue no CRIB number 

~ That s ‘shocking says Carty ~ 


PHILIPSBURG--About4,000 active businesses 
registered at the St. Maarten Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry have no identifying 
CRIB numbers at the Inspectorate of Taxes, 
Chamber President Glen Carty said Thursday. 
He told reporters that of the 7,500 active 
businesses registered at the Chamber, only 3,500 
had CRIB numbers at the tax department. 

He said this information from the tax office 
was “shocking,” and called on all delinquent 
businesses to obtain their CRIB numbers 
and start living up to their obligation to pay 


taxes. “It is time that the 3,500 businesses 
that are paying taxes stop carrying the burden 
by themselves and for every business on this 
island to also carry their responsibility in this 
society,” he said. 

He said the Chamber would meet with the 
Inspectorate of Taxes to “compare notes” 
and identify the businesses without CRIB 
numbers. 

“It is very unfair that 3,500 businesses that pay 
taxes carry the brunt for the entire business 
community,” Carty stressed. □ 


St. Maarten budget submitted on time

National Alliance (NA)/

Dutch to help with setting up 
departments for new country 

PHILIPSBURG—St. Maarten will begin receiving technical 
assistance from the Netherlands as early as the end of this 
month to help with the setting up of several departments and 
agencies en route to country status. 

Constitutional Affairs Commissioner William Marlin and 
Programme Manager for Country St. Maarten Dennis 
Richardson recently laid the groundwork in the Netherlands 
as a follow up to the June 24 agreement between the Dutch 
government and St. Maarten. 

During Wednesday’s Executive Council Press Briefing Marlin 
outlined some areas in which assistance will be rendered and 
where significant progress has already been made. 

Marlin said that government in the past kept saying to the 
Dutch government “Give us the responsibilities, we are 
ready.” The National Alliance-led government’s approach 
is “Give us the responsibilities. The people of St. Maarten 
voted to become country, so the responsibility is mine, but 
we are not equipped to carry out those responsibilities.” 
Marlin continued: “No preparation has been made and it 
was difficult to make them if you did not have the necessary 
funding to do so.” 

The Central Government is cooperating to establish certain 
departments and to appoint the necessary personnel but it is 
still expected of St. Maarten to recruit the personnel and pay 
their salaries. 

“St. Maarten does not have the infrastructure in place from 
a smooth transition [to country within the Dutch Kingdom] 
like Curasao or the BES” islands (Bonaire, St. Eustatius 
and Saba), he said. Curasao will inherit the well-developed 
Central Government infrastructure and personnel while the 
BES islands will be administrated by the Netherlands. 

It can be argued that St. Maarten is entitled to half of the 
Central Government apparatus and personnel but it is not 
practical “to cut a building in half and ship it to St. Maarten.” 
This leaves the island to build or rent new offices for 
departments and agencies that will not fall directly under the 
core of government functions. 

And in the case of personnel, the commissioner said that for 
example the Civil Aviation Department is optimally staff and 
when taken over by Curasao all workers will be needed to 
run that operation. “Therefore, St. Maarten has to go out and 
recruit and train [needed personnel] by 10-10-10.” 
Recruiting needed personnel is one part of the puzzle with 
the other being the finances to set up the agencies and pay 
salaries. St. Maarten, with a significant portion of its revenues 
still going to the Central Government as well as the financial 
constraints of the island government, is also expecting the 
Dutch Government, based on the June agreement, to provide 
financial support for the experts brought in. 

Work on establishing the General Audit Chamber for St. 
Maarten could start as early as January. The Netherlands will 
send people to “work closely” with St. Maarten to assess 
what is needed and to identify people to staff the chamber. 
Marlin said. 

Similarly, Dutch assistance will be given to ascertain whether 
the island will set up a meteorological service. A quick scan 
will be carried out in this area by the end of the year to see 
what is needed to set up the service in January if this is the 
direction government chooses to go. 

Assistance will also be given for the setting up of the 
Foreign Affairs Bureau as this is a department of the Central 
Government that was completely built on Curasao. The 
Dutch Bureau is willing to send people to St. Maarten to help 
in training and in the setting up of the department here. Q

as dollar strengthens

NEW YORK - The stock 
market lost ground for a third 
straight day as investors grew 
uneasy about a rising dollar 
and spiking demand for the 
safest government debt. 

A disappointing earnings 
report from computer 
maker Dell Inc. weighed on 
technology shares Friday and 
hurt the Nasdaq composite 
index. 

Demand for safe havens rose 
following Dell’s report and 
as European Central Bank 
President Jean-Claude Trichet 
said the ECB plans to start 
reining in some of its stimulus 
programs. 

Hiking borrowing rates could 
help keep inflation in check but 
could also slow improvement 
in the economy. 

Investors seeking safety pushed 
into the dollar. A strengthening 
dollar curtails foreign demand 
for commodities, which are 
traded in dollars. It also can 
depress U.S. exports, which

become more expensive as the 
dollar rises. 

The advancing dollar hurt 
energy and materials stocks, 
which are closely tied to 
commodities. 

Investors looked for stable 
government investments. 

The yield on the three-month T- 
bill, which moves opposite its 
price, fell to 0.01 percent from 
0.02 percent late Thursday. It 
stands near its lowest level of 
the year, which it hit Thursday. 
Yields briefly turned negative 
Thursday as investors seeking 
to pad their portfolios with 
safe investments before the 
end of the year were willing to 
accept losses. 

“Investors seem to need a 
constant reassurance with 
where we are in the economic 
recovery,” said Brett D’Arcy, 
chief investment officer at 
CBIZ Wealth Management 
Group in San Diego. “We just 
haven’t gotten it in the past 
few days.” 

In midday trading, the Dow 
Jones industrial average 
fell 37.93, or 0.4 percent, to 


10,294.51. The Dow fell 105 
points, or 1 percent, in the 
past two days. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 5.53, or 
0.5 percent, to 1,089.37, while 
the Nasdaq fell 17.58, or 0.8 
percent, to 2,140.37. 

The ICE Futures US dollar 
index, which measures the 
dollar against other major 
currencies, rose 0.5 percent. 
Demand for longer-term 
Treasurys fell, pushing yields 
higher. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year note rose 
to 3.35 percent from 3.34 
percent. 

D’Arcy said he expected 
stocks would slide Friday 
because of economic numbers 
that arrived during the week. 
Reports Wednesday and 
Thursday showing a drop 
in housing starts and a jump 
in mortgage delinquencies 
upended an advance that 
had been all but unbroken 
in November. Those figures 
brought worries that an 
economic recovery will be 
slow and bumpy. 

Concerns about the pace 
of a recovery have dogged 
the market’s eight-month 
rally but with the nation’s 
unemployment rate now above 
10 percent for the first time 
in 26 years and new worries 
about housing, some analysts 
say investors have raced too 
far ahead of a recovery in the 
economy. 

Even if stocks can manage to 
climb in the final six weeks 
of the year, some traders are 
worried that there will be little 
to propel the market higher in 
2010 if worries about jobs, 
housing and consumers don’t 
ease. 

Investors got the type of 
downcast news from Dell that 
suggests a recovery could be 
uneven. □

J.M. Smucker 2nd-quarter 
profit soars on coffee

PORTLAND, Ore. - J.M. Smucker Co. nearly tripled its profit 
in the second quarter as the addition of Folgers coffee gave a 
jolt to its lineup and lower commodity prices fattened its profit 
margins. 

The company also raised its outlook for the year, sending its 
shares soaring Friday. 

Smucker — which makes products such as Jif peanut butter, 
Pillsbury frosting and its namesake jams and jellies — said it 
continues to benefit during tough times as consumers are eating 
at home more and placing greater emphasis on value. 

The company, based in Orrville, Ohio, earned $140 million, or 
$1.18 per share, for the quarter, up sharply from $51.5 million, 
or 94 cents per share, earned last year. 

Excluding merger and integration costs related to Folgers, profit 
was $1.22 per share. 

Sales grew 52 percent to $1.28 billion, helped significantly by 
coffee sales. 

The performance topped the expectations of analysts polled by 
Thomson Reuters, who forecast a profit of $1.04 per share on 
sales of $1.24 billion. 

Smucker purchased Folgers last year from Procter & Gamble, 
and the coffee segment’s performance has exceeded expectations, 
Smucker’s management said. In a sign of just how much Folgers 
has helped Smucker’s results, the company said revenue was 
down 6 percent for the quarter when removing Folgers and a 
small effect from foreign currency translation. 

Folgers and Dunkin’ Donuts coffee drove the majority of the 
revenue and profit margin increases. 

But the company said it saw volume of sales increase across 
much of its business, with increased popularity of its Pillsbury, 
Crisco, Jif, and Hungry Jack brands grew, partially offsetting 
decreases in canned milk, fruit spreads, and its food-service and 
natural-foods businesses. □ 
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Oprah Winfrey says ending 
TV show ‘Tools right’

CHICAGO (Reuters) - Oprah 
Winfrey said on Friday that 
she will end her popular TV 
show in 2011 because it “feels 
right in her bones” after 25 
years, and urged viewers not 
to believe rumors of why she’s 
quitting. 

“This show has been my life 
and I love it enough to know 
when it’s time to say goodbye. 
Twenty-five years feels right 
in my bones, and it feels right 
in my spirit. It’s the perfect 
number, the exact right time,” 
Winfrey said during Friday’s 
show at her Chicago studio. 
Winfrey, 55, did not divulge 
her future plans. But her 
production company Harpo 
Inc. said in a statement that 
once production ends on “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show” in 
2011, she “plans to appear and 
participate in new programing 
for OWN”, the Los Angeles- 
based cable TV venture 
she formed with Discovery 
Communications Inc. 

Harpo said the launch date for 
OWN, or the Oprah Winfrey 
Network, which will be seen in 
more than 70 million homes, 
was now set for January 
2011 . 

During her long career atop 


the television talk show heap, 
Winfrey’s fluctuating weight 
and personal relationships 
have become tabloid fodder, 
and commentators have 
wondered whether she was 
tiring of the grind — only to 
see her slim down and revive 
her show’s popularity. 

“Over the next couple of 
days you may hear a lot of 
speculation in the press about 
why I am making this decision 
now, and that will mostly be 
conjecture,” she said. 

Winfrey choked up once and 
wiped away a tear as she 
thanked viewers for having 
“graciously invited me into 
your living rooms, your 
kitchens and into your lives. 
“So here we are, halfway 
through the season 24. And it 
still means as much to me to 
spend an hour every day with 
you as it did back in 1986,” 
she said. 

Oprah delayed the 3-1/2- 
minute announcement until 
the end of the show. She began 
the show saying she would 
make an announcement at 
end, then went into a segment 
about a 5-year-old girl who 
was murdered and raped. 

She then probed for personal 
details in interviews with 


Gabby Sidibe, the star of the 
Winfrey-produced movie 
“Precious,” and comedian 
Ray Romano, who was 
promoting his new TV show 
about middle-aged men. 

Her predominantly female 
audience gave her a standing 
ovation and then hugs when 
she stepped into the crowd. 
“The Oprah Winfrey Show,” 
broadcast from Chicago on 
ABC stations across the 
United States and in more than 
140 countries overseas, is one 
of the TV industry’s biggest 
money-makers. It is the top- 
rated U.S. daytime talk show, 
averaging 7.1 million viewers 
this year. 

It has helped Winfrey, bom 
in 1954 to a single mother 
in mral Mississippi, amass a 
fortune estimated by Forbes 
magazine at $2.3 billion and 
anchored an entertainment 
empire that produces 
television talk shows, movies, 
and the style magazine O, the 
Oprah Magazine. 

Winfrey, who also earned 
an Oscar nomination for her 
supporting role in the 1985 
film “The Color Purple,” is 
considered a major opinion- 
maker in the United States. Her 
public backing of presidential 
candidate Barack Obama last 
year was considered a boost 
for the Democrat’s campaign. 
Her book and product choices 
have launched best-sellers and 
marketing bonanzas.

Miley Cyrus tour bus 
overturns in Va., killing 1

DINWIDDIE, Va. - One person was killed Friday when a 
tour bus belonging to entertainer Miley Cyrus overturned, 
but the 16-year-old “Hannah Montana” star wasn’t on board, 
Virginia State Police said. 

Sgt. Thomas Molnar said the bus ran off the left side of 
Interstate 85, struck an embankment and overturned. The 
accident occurred around 8:15 a.m. in Dinwiddie County, 
about 40 miles south of Richmond. Speed and weather 
weren’t considered factors. 

Molnar said the person who died at the scene was male, but 
didn’t identify him pending notification of family members. 
One of the other nine people on the bus suffered minor 
injuries and was taken to a local hospital. Police wouldn’t 
identify those aboard. 

Molnar said the passengers exited the bus through the front 
windshield. 

A wrecker arrived late Friday morning to haul away the 
black and maroon luxury tour bus, which was on its side in 
a ditch off the highway where it had apparently skidded for 
several hundred feet. 

The bus was hauled by the wrecker up to the next exit off I- 
85, where two other tour buses and members of the tour were 
waiting. About two dozen members of the tour, some still 
wearing pajama bottoms, began transferring backpacks and 
laptops from the wrecked bus into two other buses parked 
outside a restaurant. They all declined to speak to reporters. 
Molnar said the bus was one of four traveling together after 
the singer’s two-show stint Wednesday and Thursday in 
Long Island, N.Y. The group was heading to Greensboro, 
N.C., where she is scheduled to perform Sunday.

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To Feel Bener, Low-Fat Diet May Be Best

Both a high-fat, low- 
carbohydrate diet such as the 
popular Atkins program and a 
low-fat, high-carb diet appear 
to help people lose pounds over 
the course of a year. 

But as for mood? Only the 
low-fat diets will result in long¬ 
term improvement in mood, 
according to a study in the Nov. 
9 issue of Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 

People on both diets consumed 
roughly the same number of 
calories. 

“Both an energy-reduced, very 
low-carbohydrate, high-fat 
diet and a conventional high- 
carbohydrate, low-fat diet are 
equally effective for achieving 
weight loss in overweight 
and obese individuals,” 

explained study author Grant 
D. Brinkworth, a research 
scientist with the food and 
nutritional sciences division of 
the Commonwealth Scientific 
and Industrial Research 

Organisation in Adelaide, 
Australia. 

“Both dietary patterns also had 
similar effects on the cognitive 
domains assessed,” which were 
working memory and speed of 
processing, Brinkworth added. 
“However, the conventional 
high-carbohydrate, low-fat 
weight-loss diet was shown to 
have more positive effects on 
mood compared to the very 
low-carbohydrate, high-fat 
diet.” 

Dr. Ewald Horvath, interim 
chairman of psychiatry at the 
University of Miami Miller 
School of Medicine, said the 
study was the first “to show 
both long-term weight loss and 
improved mood.” 

“This study looked at one 
factor, and prior studies haven’t 
focused on psychological 
factors,” Horvath said. “This 
is a great study focusing on 
something very important.” 
Other studies have found short¬ 
term improvements in mood 
in people who lose weight 
on different diets. And the 
new study also found such 
improvements over the first 
eight weeks of dieting. 

But few studies have looked at 
long-term mood changes among 
people who lose weight. 

Health organizations, such as 
the American Heart Association, 
tend to advocate higher- 
carb, low-fat diets. But many 


overweight and obese people 
are propelled toward the high- 
fat diets such as Atkins, “Livin’ 
La Vida” and “Good Calories, 


Bad Calories,” perhaps because 
of quick initial weight loss, 
Horvath said. 

For the new study, 106 


overweight and obese adults, 
who averaged 50 years old, 
were randomly assigned to one 
of two diets — a low-calorie,

The spice 
that gives mustard its color, 
turmeric, may slow the 
growth of fat tissues, a study 
in the journal Endocrinology 
notes. Eighty-six mayo in 
favor of any mustard; sprinkle 
turmeric on cauliflower 
and roast for a tangy side. 



Prevent pound creep with 
this citrus star: It contains 
fat-torching compounds 
called flavones. Women who 
ate the most flavones had a 
significantly lower increase in 
body fat over a 14-year period, 
a study in the American 
Journal of Clinical Nutrition 
finds. Snack on slices or 
drink freshly squeezed OJ 
(with pulp!) for the biggest 
payback. 



Soybeans: 

These green gems 
are rich in choline, a 
compound that blocks 
fat absorption and breaks 
down fatty deposits. Add 
V 2 cup edamame to a salad. 



Sweet potatoes: 

Trade up to sweet taters. 
They’re high in fiber, 
which means no drastic 
insulin jumps and thus 
less fat packed onto your 
hips.

one year. Both diets restricted 
calories to about 1,433 to 1,672 
a day. 

A year later, average weight 
loss was about the same in each 
group: 30.2 pounds. 

After the first eight weeks, 
participants in both groups 
showed mood improvements, 
but that lasted only in the low- 
fat group. After a year, the mood 
of those in the high-fat group 
returned to what it had been 
before they started dieting, the 
study found. 

“The exact mechanism for the 
observed effects on mood still 
remains largely unknown,” 
Brinkworth said. “However, if 
the mechanism for the return 
of mood toward more negative 
baseline levels following 
weight loss with a very low- 
carbohydrate diet is related to 
this diet being so far removed 
from normal dietary habits, 
then a very low-carbohydrate 
diet may be best recommended 
for individuals who habitually 
consume low amounts of 
carbohydrate foods in their 
diet.” 

More carbs can increase 
serotonin concentrations in 
the brain, whereas added 
fat and protein can reduce 
concentrations. Serotonin is a 
neurotransmitter involved in 
mood. 

“Altered mood has been shown 
to influence interpersonal 
behavior and, therefore, the 
consumption of a very low- 
carbohydrate diet may have 
psychosocial consequences 
for interpersonal behavior and 
relationships,” Brinkworth said. 
“I am not entirely clear as to the 
effects of mood on long-term 
weight loss; however a recent 
review article ... suggested that 
one of the factors that may pose 
risk for poor long-term weight 
maintenance may be ‘eating in 
response to negative emotions 
and stress.’” 

“Therefore, since negative 
mood may promote overeating, 
this suggests that consumption 
of a very low-carbohydrate 
diet over an even longer period 
beyond one year may have 
implications for maintaining 
dietary habits and weight 
loss maintenance,” he added. 
“Further, longer-term studies 
would be required to confirm 
this.’Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
guidelines by the American 
College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists say most 
women in their 20s can have 
a Pap smear every two years 
instead of annually to catch 
slow-growing cervical cancer. 
The change comes amid a 
separate debate over when 
regular mammograms to detect 


breast cancer should begin, 
in the 40s or the 50s. The 
timing of the Pap guidelines 
is coincidence, said ACOG, 
which began reviewing its 
recommendations in late 2007 
and published the update 
Friday in the journal Obstetrics 
& Gynecology. 

While the two sets of 
recommendations are 

unrelated, they come at a time 
of intense debate over health¬ 


care reform. Mammograms 
in particular have drawn 
broad attention in Congress, 
reflecting a more than decade- 
long debate in the cancer 
community about how best to 
perform mammograms. 
Republicans sought to 
connect the mammogram 
recommendations to the health¬ 
care overhaul, contending that 
such findings are the way that 
government-directed medical 
rationing starts. 

Under the pending legislation, 
“nothing would prohibit the 
federal government from 
deciding if tests, treatments 
and procedures are too 
expensive, and therefore, 
unnecessary,” Sens. Jon Ky, 
a leading Republican, and 
Tom Cobum, a physician and 
party colleague, said in a joint 
statement. 

But the Pap guidelines promise 
to be far less controversial as 
doctors for years have been 
told to perform fewer Paps 
among many women over 30, 
to cut back on unneeded care 


for the least at risk — and 
there’s growing understanding 
that over-treating younger 
women is an issue, too. 

“The tradition of doing a Pap 
test every year has not been 
supported by recent scientific 
evidence,” said Dr. Alan 
Waxman of the University 
of New Mexico, who headed 
ACOG’s review. 

The guidelines also say: 

—Routine Paps should start at 
age 21. Previously, ACOG had 
urged a first Pap either within 
three years of first sexual 
intercourse or at age 21. 

—Women 30 and older should 
wait three years between 
Paps once they’ve had three 
consecutive clear tests. Other 
national guidelines have long 
recommended the three- 
year interval; ACOG had 
previously backed a two- to 
three-year wait. 

—Higher-risk women, 

such as those with HIV, 
other immune-weakening 
conditions or previous cervical 
abnormalities, need more 


frequent screening. 

Paps can spot pre-cancerous 
changes in the cervix in time 
to prevent invasive cancer, 
and widespread use has halved 
cervical cancer rates in the 
U.S. in recent decades. 
Cervical cancer is caused by 
certain strains of the extremely 
common sexually transmitted 
vims called HPV, for human 
papillomavims. There is a new 
HPV vaccine that should cut 
cervical cancer in the future; 
ACOG’s guidelines say for 
now vaccinated women should 
follow the same Pap guidelines 
as the unvaccinated. 

But the updated guidelines 
reflect better understanding of 
HPV. 

Infection is high among 
sexually active teens and 
young adults. Women’s bodies 
very often fight off an HPV 
infection on their own without 
lasting harm, although it 
can take a year or two. The 
younger the woman, the more 
likely that HPV is going to be 
transient. □

Sen. Roland Burris was 
appointed by disgraced former 
Illinois Gov. Rod Blagojevich, 
who was impeached and 
driven from office after he 
was accused of trying to sell 
the U.S. president’s vacated 
Senate seat. 

The committee cited at 
least one example, a phone 
conversation with the 
governor’s brother, in which 
Burris linked his possible 
appointment to the Senate 
with his willingness to raise 
money for the governor. 

While finding no violation 
of law, the committee’s 
“Public Letter of Qualified 
Admonition” told Burris 
that “Senators must meet 
a much higher standard of 
conduct” than he exhibited 
with his constantly changing 
statements. 

The ethics committee has 
been criticized often for 
failing to go beyond letters 
of admonition after finding 
a senator’s conduct had 
discredited the institution. 
Burris commented, “I am 
pleased that after numerous 
investigations, this matter has 
finally come to a close. I thank 
the members of the Senate 
Ethics Committee for their fair 
and thorough review of this 
matter, and now look forward 
to continuing the important 
work ahead on behalf of the 
people of Illinois.” 

Weakened and facing multiple 
primary challengers next 
spring, Burris has decided not 
to fight for a full Senate term 
next year. Fellow Democrats 
shun him. Meanwhile, the 
former governor, Blagojevich, 
is scheduled to go to trial in 
June. 

The ethics committee was 
especially critical of Burris’ 
comments during the Nov. 
13, 2008, phone call from the 
governor’s brother. 

While Robert Blagojevich 


explicitly told Burris he was 
calling to raise campaign 
money for the governor, the 
committee’s letter to Burris 
said, “you appeared to agree 
to write a check and even 
potentially raise money”; 
and “repeatedly brought up 
your desire to seek the Senate 
seat.” 

“You also implied that the 
people you might raise money 
from would be unhappy 
if you did not receive the 
appointment,” the committee 
wrote. The committee found the 
conversation “inappropriate in 
its content and implications.” 
The letter also was critical of 
Burris’ shifting explanations 
about his contacts with 
the governor or his 

representatives. 

The committee found: 

—In his Jan. 5, 2009, 

affidavit to the Illinois House 
of Representatives, Burris 
said he did not have contact 
with Gov. Blagojevich or 
any of his representatives 
about an appointment to the 
Senate before Dec. 26, 2008. 
Blagojevich appointed Burris 
to the Senate four days later. 
—In his Jan. 8,2009, testimony 
before the committee to 
impeach the governor, 


Burris — despite repeated 
questions on the subject — 
did not disclose having any 
conversations about his desire 
to seek the appointment, or 
about fundraising, with anyone 
associated with the governor 
except former Blagojevich top 
aide Lon Monk. 

—It was not until Burris’ 
second affidavit and 
subsequent press statements 
that the senator disclosed 
additional contacts with 
associates of the governor. 
“You gave multiple and at times 
contradictory explanations for 
failing to disclose all your 
contacts with the governor’s 
associates, which individually 
and collectively gave the 
appearance that you were 
being less than candid,” the 
ethics panel wrote. 

The committee said that in 
deciding to go no further than 
the letter, it considered that 
a county prosecutor found 
Burris’ sworn statements had 
not violated the law. 

“We were also aware that 
these issues surrounding your 
appointment to and seating in 
the Senate have been subject 
to intense public criticism,” 
the committee said. 

The second-ranking Senate 


Democrat, Dick Durbin, the 
other senator from Illinois, 
said, “When we met with 
Roland Burris in January, we 
made it clear that in order for 
him to be seated in the U.S. 
Senate, he needed to appear 
before the Illinois General 
Assembly to testify openly, 
honestly and completely 
about the nature of his 
relationship with the former 
governor, his associates and 
the circumstances surrounding 
this appointment. 

“Since then, the accuracy and 
completeness of his testimony 
and affidavits have been 
called into question. The U.S. 
Senate Ethics Committee has 
completed its review into 
this matter and found that 
Sen. Burris’ actions have 
brought discredit on him 
and the Senate. The letter of 
qualified admonition from the 
Ethics Committee speaks for 
itself.’Q

“No other senator speaks for 
Senator Lincoln. She is still 
reviewing the bill,” declared 
the senator’s spokeswoman, 
Leah Vest DiPietro, adding 
her boss had not yet made up 
her mind. For his part, Durbin

As for Nelson, several

In public, she has asked that 
the bill be available for 72 
hours before the vote occurs. 
In private, her demands 
have been more substantive, 


according to officials who did 
not describe them. 

She is virtually certain to be 
criticized no matter what her 
vote. After the House cleared 
its version of the legislation this 
month, a conservative group 
began airing commercials 
criticizing Rep. Vic Snyder, 
D-Ark., for voting in its favor. 
At the same time, MoveOn. 
org, a liberal organization, 
slammed another one of the 
state’s lawmakers, Rep. Mike 
Ross, for opposing it. 

A hint: At home, Lincoln 
has suggested her vote will 
be influenced by former 
President Bill Clinton, who 
was Arkansas governor for 
12 years before winning the 
White House. 

Clinton recently met privately 
with Senate Democrats, 
telling them that passing an 
imperfect bill was better than 
nothing. “We don’t ever go 
to Washington with the idea 


that we’re going to create a 
work of art,” Lincoln said 
afterward. “It’s got to be a 
work in progress.” 

Of the three, Landrieu has 
been the clearest about her 
intentions, and her interests 
ranged beyond health 
insurance to the oysters for 
which Louisiana is famous. 
When the Food and Drug 
Administration proposed 
banning sales of raw oysters 
from the Gulf of Mexico 
during warm weather months, 
Landrieu and others objected. 
A week ago, the agency 
thought better of the idea 
and shelved the plan in favor 
of further study. “I’m really 
thankful that they listened,” 
said Landrieu, who had met 
with FDA Commissioner 
Margaret Hamburg to discuss 
the issue. 

Over recent weeks, Landrieu 
has issued a string of 
statements outlining the areas 
she wanted addressed for the 
benefit of her constituents — 
issues that could be dealt with 
only after health legislation 
made it to the Senate floor. 
After meeting with Reid 
almost a month ago, she 
mentioned the “unique 
challenges Louisiana is facing 
in terms of Medicaid.” 

In a Senate speech and 
statement, she noted that 
Louisiana has the highest 
breast cancer death rate in 
the country and the lowest 
female life expectancy of any 
state. And she said, “Unless 
something is done, annual 
health care costs for small 
firms over the next 10 years 
are expected to more than 
double to reach $339 billion 
in 2018.” 

Landrieu can point to 
provisions in the legislation 
that are designed to attack all 
three problems. 

They include Section 2006. 
Reading it is of little assistance. 
“Special adjustment to FMAP 
Determination for Certain 
States recovering from a 
Major Disaster” is the title, 
and about two pages of 
similarly indecipherable 
legalese follows. 

According to the 
Congressional Budget Office, 
it will send an additional $100 
million to Louisiana to help 
it cover costs for Medicaid, 
the federal-state health care

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UC students occupy 
buildings to protest fee hike 

BERKELEY, Calif. - Students Campus police said they undergraduates and graduate 


barricaded themselves inside 
buildings on University of 
California campuses to protest 
a 32 percent increase in student 
fees and budget cuts that have 
led to slashed programs and 
lost jobs. 

Demonstrators at UC Berkeley 
occupied Wheeler Hall on 
Friday and hung a sign from a 
window that read “32 Percent 
Hike, 900 layoffs,” with the 
word “Class” crossed out in 
red. A group of students also 
rallied outside the building. 


had arrested three of the 
demonstrators inside. 

Police would not say how many 
protesters remained in the 
building. University police Lt. 
Alex Yao said demonstrators 
were barricaded behind fire 
doors on the second floor, but 
police had control of the rest 
of the building. 

The Daily Californian student 
newspaper said it received a 
text message from a protester 
in the building who put the 
number still inside at 60 


students. 

The occupiers were demanding 
the university rehire laid-off 
custodial workers and give 
amnesty to anyone arrested in 
the protest. At UC Santa Cruz, 
Provost David Kliger said a 
group of students was blocking 
exits at Kerr Hall, which 
houses science departments 
and administrative offices. 
Kliger said he would not 
consider the students’ 
demands until they cleared the 
obstructions.

Couple pleads guilty in Cuban spying case

WASHINGTON (AP) A 
retired State Department 
worker and his wife, accused 
of a decadeslong plot to spy 
for Cuba, pleaded guilty 
Friday in a deal that will leave 
him in jail for the rest of his 
life but gives her a chance at 
freedom after six years. 

Walter Kendall Myers and 
his wife, Gwendolyn, both 
in their 70s, were caught 
in an undercover FBI sting 
operation, arrested in June 
and held without bail. 

Two people familiar with 
the plea deal, speaking on 
condition of anonymity 
because they were not 
authorized to discuss the 
negotiations, said Walter 
Kendall Myers agreed to a 
life sentence partly to help his 
wife get less prison time in 
the hopes she would not die 
behind bars. 

Walter Kendall Myers pleaded 
guilty to plotting to commit 
espionage and to wire fraud. 
His wife pleaded guilty to the 
lesser charge of plotting to 
gather and transmit national 
defense information and 
agreed to serve six to IVi 
years in prison. Both agreed 
to cooperate fully with 
investigators. 

U.S. District Judge Reggie 
Walton accepted their pleas 
Friday afternoon. 

The couple’s lawyer, Bradford 
Berenson, said they acted 
“not out of selfish motive or 
hope of personal gain but out 


of conscience and personal 
commitment.” 

“They always understood that 
they might some day be called 
to account for that conduct and 
always have been prepared to 
accept full responsibility for 
it,” the lawyer said in a written 
statement. 

Through court documents filed 
in connection with the plea, 
Walter Kendall Myers admitted 
he was known as “Agent 
202,” and he and Gwendolyn 
began a conspiracy in 1979 
to provide national security 
information to the government 
of Cuba. The couple married 
three years later. 

U.S. authorities say the 
Myerses delivered government 
secrets to Cuban agents over 
the past 30 years using a 
shortwave radio, by swapping 


carts at a grocery store and 
in at least one face-to-face 
meeting with former Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro in Cuba. 
Key evidence in the case came 
from an undercover sting 
involving an FBI operative 
who approached Kendall 
Myers on the street on the 
defendant’s birthday, April 15. 
The operative gave Kendall 
Myers a cigar, said he knew 
his Cuban handler and asked 
that they meet later. 

The ruse worked, and the 
Myerses met three times with 
the undercover operative 
at Washington hotels over 
the next two weeks. The 
FBI secretly videotaped 
the sessions, in which they 
say the couple made many 
incriminating statements about 
their time as spies. 


In one of those sessions, 
Gwendolyn Myers allegedly 
proposed to the undercover 
that her husband could be 
an instructor at a Cuban 
intelligence academy. 

“So when can we come?” she 
allegedly said. 

Previously filed court 
documents indicate the couple 
received little money for their 
efforts, but instead professed 
a deep love for Cuba, Castro 
and the country’s system of 
government. 

The documents describe the 
couple’s spying methods 
that changed with the times, 
beginning with old-fashioned 
tools of Cold War spying: 
Morse code messages over a 
short-wave radio and notes 
taken on water-soluble paper. 
By the time they retired from 


the work in 2007, they were 
reportedly sending encrypted 
e-mails from Internet cafes. 
One court filing says changing 
technology also persuaded 
Gwendolyn Myers to abandon 
what she considered an easy 
way of passing information, 
by changing shopping carts in 
a grocery store. The document 
quoted her as saying she would 
no longer use that tactic. “Now 
they have cameras, but they 
didn’t then.” 

When they fell for the FBI 
sting this year, the Myerses 
had been out of touch with 
their Cuban handlers for 
some time, according to court 
documents. The couple said 
they lived “in fear and anxiety 
for a long time.” Kendall 
Myers feared his boss had put 
him on a watch list in 1995. □

“These things are a matter 
of timing, and this was not 
the right time for it,” said 
the official who asked not 
to be named because of the 
sensitivity of the matter. 
The talks in Brussels 
involved political directors 
foreign ministry 
officials below ministerial 
level.

William Burns, and Russia 
by Deputy Foreign Minister 
Sergei Ryabkov. 

The talks came just a day 


after a day after President 
Barack Obama said the 
six nations will develop 
a package of serious new 
punitive measures in 
coming weeks. He did not 
give details. 

On Wednesday, Tehran 
indicated it would not 
export its enriched uranium 
for further processing, 
effectively rejecting the 
latest plan brokered by 
the International Atomic 
Energy Agency and aimed 
at delaying Iran’s ability to 
build a nuclear weapon. 
Under the IAEA plan, Iran 
would export its uranium 
for enrichment in Russia 
and France where it would 
be converted into fuel rods, 
which would be returned to 
Iran about a year later. The 
rods can power reactors but 
cannot be readily turned into 
weapons-grade material. 

A statement issued by the 
political directors expressed 
disappointment over 

Iran’s failure to engage in 
intensified dialogue since a 
promising meeting on Oct. 
1 in Geneva. The West says 
Tehran agreed in principle 
to export that amount in one 
shipment during the Geneva 
talks — something Iranian 
officials have denied. 

The statement also noted 
that Tehran had not 
responded positively to the 
IAEA proposal. 


“We urge Iran to reconsider 
the opportunity offered by 
this agreement ... and to 
engage seriously with us in 
dialogue and negotiations,” 
the statement said. 

The officials said they 
would hold a follow-up 
meeting around Christmas. 
In Berlin, Mohamed El- 
Baradei, the U.N. nuclear 
watchdog agency chief, 
pressed Iran to work with the 
international community. 

“I would hate to see that 
we are moving back to 
sanctions,” El-Baradei said. 
“Because sanctions, at the 
end of the day ... really 
don’t resolve issues.” 

He said the IAEA had 
not yet received a formal 
reply from Tehran to its 
proposals, although Iranian 
officials had told him they 
would not send uranium for 
reprocessing abroad unless 
they first received promised 
fuel rods. 

“Well, that to me is an 
extreme case of distrust,” 
El-Baradei said. “And what 
we are really trying to do is 
replace distrust by a degree 
of trust.” 

Iranian Foreign Minister 
Manochehr Mottaki on 
Thursday played down the 
threat of sanctions saying 
embargoes had proved 
ineffective in the past and 
that he didn’t believe they 
would be tried again. □ 
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Resort island reels after deadly attack by gunman

SAIPAN, Northern Mariana 
Islands (AP) — The Pacific 
resort island of Saipan was 
reeling Saturday from one of 
the most violent attacks in its 
history, when a gunman killed 
five people, including two 
small children and himself, 
in a rampage that ended at a 
World War II historical site. 
The violence claimed the 
lives of two men, a 4-year- 
old boy and a 2-year-old 
girl, all residents of the U.S. 
commonwealth, Public Safety 
spokesman Jason Tarkong 
said. Five South Korean 
tourists, including a boy and a 
girl, and a 4-year-old local girl 
were among the six people 
wounded. 

“The commonwealth has 
never experienced a tragic 
situation like this, and we are 
saddened by the appalling 
action of a single individual 
that has caused so much 
harm to our peaceful island 
community,” Gov. Benigno 
R. Fitial said. 

Fitial stressed the tourist 
haven was still a safe place and 
precautions would be taken to 
prevent similar attacks. 

Police said the attack began 
Friday inside a shooting range 
in the community of Kannat 
Tabla, killing two men in 
their early 20s and the two 
children. 

The 4-year-old girl was 
critically injured with a 
gunshot wound to the chest. 
Shortly after the first attack, 
the suspect began firing a rifle 
from a white van at a group of 
South Koreans visiting a World 
War II historic spot in nearby 
Marpi, wounding five. Police 
do not believe the shooter was 
specifically targeting tourists 
in what Tarkong termed a 
random drive-by shooting. 
Authorities said the suspected 
shooter was a contract worker 
in his 30s or 40s from Asia, but 
his name and home country 
were not disclosed. Several 
residents said the man was 
known as “Mr. Lee” and they 
believe he was from China. 
The Pacific News Center 
identified the gunman as Lee 
Zhong Ren, an employee at 
the shooting range. The news 
station also reported that Lee 
left behind a suicide note that 


spoke of a business deal gone 
bad. 

Police would not immediately 
confirm the report. 

Saipan is the main island of 
the U.S. Commonwealth of 
the Northern Mariana Islands, 
which has about 60,000 
residents and is located about 
3,800 miles southwest of 
Hawaii. Saipan is a popular 
tourist destination among 
South Koreans, with more 
than 111,000 South Koreans 
visiting the island in 2008, 
according to the Marianas 
Visitors Authority. 

Korea is the second largest 
market for the commonwealth, 
behind Japan. 

The suspect was last spotted 
driving toward Banzai Cliff, 
the site where an untold 
number of Japanese jumped to 
their deaths in 1944 after the 


Battle of Saipan. When police 
officers arrived in the area, 
witnesses reported a man was 
shooting a rifle. 

Police discovered the van and 
recovered three rifles inside 
the vehicle. 

Officials said the gunman’s 
body was found along the 
edge off the cliff line near the 
vehicle with a .22-caliber rifle 
strapped around his shoulder. 
The South Korean tourists 
were sightseeing in an area 
known as the Last Command 
Post, a World War II attraction 
featuring remnants of 
American tanks. There is 
also a memorial in the area 
dedicated to Koreans who 
fought in the war. 

Among the South Koreans, a 
39-year-old man was critically 
injured with a wound to 
his back.

COCKERMOUTH, England 
(AP) — Military helicopters 
winched dozens of people to 
safety and emergency workers 
in inflatable boats rescued 
scores more as floods on Friday 
swamped northern England’s 
picturesque Lake District. One 
police officer died after a bridge 
was swept away by the surging 
waters. 

British soldiers conducted 
house-to-house searches for 
those trapped by floods as deep 


as 8 feet. Troops also dropped 
down on lines from air force 
helicopters, breaking through 
rooftops to pluck people to 
safety. 

Emergency services said 
more than 200 people were 
rescued in the hardest-hit town, 
Cockermouth. At least 960 
homes were flooded after a day 
of unprecedented rain, police in 
the northern region of Cumbria 
said. 

Heavy rain and gales also 
brought widespread flooding 
to Ireland, as more than 3 feet

of water shut down the center 
of the country’s second-largest 
city, Cork, and more than a 
dozen towns and villages. 
Cockermouth, a market town 
330 miles northwest of London, 
lies at the junction of the Cocker 
and Derwent rivers and is 
known for being the birthplace 
of poet William Wordsworth. 

“It has devastated the town,” 
said Michael Dunn, manager 
of the Bitter End pub in 
Cockermouth. “There is a lot 
of properties in Main Street, 
private shops, that have had 
their windows smashed in by 
the force of the water and by 
debris in the water. 

“There were cars floating down 
the street. It will be a long time 
before Cockermouth recovers 
from this.” 

The rain stopped and 
floodwaters began to ease 
Friday, giving rescuers a chance 
to reach trapped people by boat. 
Debris swirled around the boats 
as they pulled people to safety. 
Tony Walker of Cockermouth 
told BBC radio he was on the 
top floor of his house and the 
water on the ground floor was 
chest-high. 


“I’ve had better mornings,” 
Walker said. “I’ve been here all 
night and I’ve run out of water 
now, so I’m thinking of making 
a break for it, really. The water 
is still pretty deep, it’s going 
down, but at this rate it’s going 
to be hours before it’s clear.” 
Forecasters said the rainfall 
was unprecedented. The 
Environment Agency recorded 
12.3 inches of rain in 24 hours 
in one spot — one of the wettest 
days ever recorded in England. 
“It looks like a very historical 
event,” said Julian Mayes, a 
forecaster with MeteoGroup 
UK. 

Environment Secretary Hilary 
Benn told the BBC that 
flood defenses were meant to 
withstand a one-in-100-years 
flood — but could not cope 
with the volume of water. 
“What we dealt with last night 
was probably more like one- 
in-a-1,000, so even the very 
best defenses, if you have such 
quantities of rain in such a short 
space of time, can be over¬ 
topped,” Benn said. 

Police urged people not to travel, 
as many roads were impassible. 
Two bridges collapsed in the 


town of Workington, including 
a main one over the River 
Derwent. Cumbria Police said 
Constable Bill Barker, 44, died 
after he was knocked into the 
water when the structure gave 
way. 

“This is a stone bridge—to wash 
away a bridge of that size and 
dimension is incredible,” said 
lawmaker Tony Cunningham. 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
that he had spoken to Cumbria 
Chief Constable Craig Mackey 
to offer help. 

“Our thoughts are with all those 
who have been impacted by 
these floods,” Brown said. 

The Irish army deployed 
more than 100 soldiers, two 
dozen trucks and several flat- 
bottomed boats to evacuate 
people trapped by waist-deep 
floodwaters in cars and homes. 
A helicopter also winched to 
safety a County Galway family 
of five, including the 87-year- 
old grandmother. 

The floods caused transport 
chaos along Ireland’s western 
coast, with many major roads 
blocked and train services 
canceled. 

The water caused extensive 
damage to the Lake Hotel 
on the shores of the fabled 
Killamey Lakes in County 
Kerry. About 170 guests at the 
Victorian period building had 
to be evacuated by tractor as 
dozens of staff carried period 
furniture upstairs. 

The hotel’s 12th-century castle, 
normally a floodlit tourist’s 
highlight on the lake vista, was 
almost completely under water 
Friday. 

“You can just see the top of 
the castle and everything 
else is covered,” said the 
hotel’s general manager, Niall 
Huggard. 

The River Suck burst its 
banks in County Leitrim near 
the Northern Ireland border, 
flooding the town of Ballinasloe 
and cutting off major roads to 
Ireland’s northwest. About 40 
families had to be evacuated by 
boat. 

The Irish weather forecasting 
service, Met Eireann, said parts 
of southern and western Ireland 
suffered their most intense and 
sustained rainfall in 30 years. 
Friday was mostly sunny but 
more rain and gales were 
forecast for the weekend. □ 
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Researcher: Faint writing 
seen on Shroud of Turin

ROME (AP) — A Vatican 
researcher has rekindled 
the age-old debate over the 
Shroud of Turin, saying that 
faint writing on the linen 
proves it was the burial 
cloth of Jesus. 

Experts say the historian 
may be reading too much 
into the markings, and they 
stand by carbon-dating that 
points to the shroud being a 
medieval forgery. 

Barbara Frale, a researcher 
at the Vatican archives, says 
in a new book that she used 
computer-enhanced images 
of the shroud to decipher 
faintly written words in 
Greek, Latin and Aramaic 
scattered across the cloth. 
She asserts that the words 
include the name “(J)esu(s) 
Nazarene” — or Jesus of 
Nazareth — in Greek. That, 
she said, proves the text 
could not be of medieval 
origin because no Christian 
at the time, even a forger, 
would have mentioned 
Jesus without referring to 
his divinity. Failing to do so 
would risk being branded a 
heretic. 

“Even someone intent on 
forging a relic would have 
had all the reasons to place 
the signs of divinity on this 
object,” Frale said Friday. 
“Had we found ‘Christ’ or 
the ‘Son of God’ we could 
have considered it a hoax, or 
a devotional inscription.” 
The shroud bears the figure 
of a crucified man, complete 
with blood seeping from 
his hands and feet, and 
believers say Christ’s image 
was recorded on the linen’s 
fibers at the time of his 
resurrection. 

The fragile artifact, owned 
by the Vatican, is kept locked 
in a protective chamber 
in a Turin cathedral and is 
rarely shown. Measuring 13 
feet (four meters) long and 
three feet (one meter) wide, 
the shroud has suffered 


severe damage through the 
centuries, including from 
fire. 

The Catholic Church makes 
no claims about the cloth’s 
authenticity, but says it is a 
powerful symbol of Christ’s 
suffering. 

There has been strong debate 
about it in the scientific 
community. 

Skeptics point out that 
radiocarbon dating 

conducted on the cloth in 
1988 determined it was 
made in the 13th or 14th 
century. 

But Raymond Rogers of Los 
AlamosNational Laboratory 
said in 2005 that the tested 
threads came from patches 
used to repair the shroud 
after a fire. Rogers, who 
died shortly after publishing 
his findings, calculated it 
is 1,300 to 3,000 years old 
and could easily date from 
Jesus’ era. 

Another study, by the 
Hebrew University, 

concluded that pollen and 
plant images on the shroud 
showed it originated in 
the area around Jerusalem 
sometime before the eighth 
century. 

While faint letters scattered 
around the face on the 
shroud were seen decades 
ago, serious researchers 
dismissed them, due to the 
results of the radiocarbon 
dating test, Frale told The 
Associated Press. 

But when she cut out the 
words from enhanced 
photos of the shroud and 
showed them to experts, 
they concurred the writing 
style was typical of the 
Middle East in the first 
century — Jesus’ time. 

She believes the text was 
written on a document by 
a clerk and glued to the 
shroud over the face so the 
body could be identified 
by relatives and buried 
properly. Metals in the ink 
used at the time may have 
allowed the writing to 


transfer to the linen, Frale 
said. 

She said she counted at least 
11 words in her study of 
enhanced images produced 
by French scientists in a 
1994 study. The words are 
fragmented and scattered 
on and around the image’s 
head, crisscrossing the cloth 
vertically and horizontally. 
One short sequence of 
Aramaic letters has not been 
fully translated. Another 
fragment in Greek — “iber” 
— may refer to Emperor 
Tiberius, who reigned at the 
time of Jesus’ crucifixion, 
Frale said. 

She said the text also 
partially confirms the 
Gospels’ account of Jesus’ 
final moments. A fragment 
in Greek that can be read as 
“removed at the ninth hour” 
may refer to Christ’s time 
of death reported in the holy 
texts, she said. 

In her book “The Shroud of 
Jesus Nazarene,” published 
in Italian, Frale reconstructs 
from the lettering on the 
shroud what she believes 
Jesus’ death certificate said: 
“Jesus Nazarene. Found 
(guilty of inciting the people 
to revolt). Put to death in the 
year 16 of Tiberius. Taken 
down at the ninth hour.” 

She said the text then 
stipulates the body will 
returned to relatives after a 
year. 

Frale said her research was 
done without the support of 
the Vatican. 

“I tried to be objective and 
leave religious issues aside,” 
Frale told the AP. “What 
I studied was an ancient 
document that certifies the 
execution of a man, in a 
specific time and place.” 
Frale’s work usually focuses 
on medieval documents. 
She is noted for research 
on the order of the Knights 
Templar and her discovery 
of unpublished documents 
on the group in the Vatican’s 
archives. 


Earlier this year, she 
published a study saying 
the Templars once had the 
shroud in their possession. 
That raised eyebrows 
because the order was 
abolished in the early 14th 
century and the shroud is 
first recorded in history 
around 1360 in the hands of 
a French knight. 

Her latest book on the shroud 
raised even more doubts 
among some experts. 

On one hand, it is true 
that a medieval forger 
would label the object with 
Christ’s name, as were all 
relics produced at the time, 
said Antonio Lombatti, a 
church historian who has 
written about the shroud. 
The problem is that there 
are no inscriptions to be 
seen in the first place. 
“People work on grainy 
photos and think they see 
things,” Lombatti told the 
AP. “It’s all the result of 
imagination and computer 
software.... If you look at a 
photo of the shroud, there’s 
a lot of contrast between 
light and dark, but there are 
no letters.” 

Further criticizing Frale’s 
work, Lombatti said that 
artifacts bearing Greek and 
Aramaic texts were found 
in Jewish burials from the 
first century, but the use of 
Latin is unheard of. 

He also rejected the idea 
that authorities would 
officially return the body of 
a crucified man to relatives 
after filling out some 
paperwork. Victims of that 
form of execution used by 
the Romans would usually 
be left on the cross or were 
disposed of in a dump to 
add to its deterrent. 
Lombatti said “the message 


was that you won’t even 
have a tomb to cry over.” 
Another shroud expert, Gian 
Marco Rinaldi, said that 
even scientists who believe 
in the relic’s authenticity 
have dismissed as unreliable 
the images on which Frale’s 
study was based. 

“These computer 

enhancements increase 
contrast in an unrealistic way 
to bring out these signs,” he 
said. “You can find them 
all over the shroud, not just 
near the head, and then with 
a bit of imagination, you see 
letters.” 

Unusual sightings in the 
shroud are common and 
are often proved false, 
said Luigi Garlaschelli, a 
professor of chemistry at 
the University of Pavia. 
He recently led a team of 
experts that reproduced the 
shroud using materials and 
methods available in the 
14th century — proof, they 
said, that it could have been 
made by a human hand in 
the Middle Ages. 

Decades ago, entire studies 
were published on coins 
purportedly seen on Jesus’ 
closed eyes, but when high- 
definition images were taken 
during a 2002 restoration, 
the artifacts were nowhere 
to be seen and the theory 
was dropped, Garlaschelli 
said. 

He said any theory about 
ink and metals would have 
to be checked by analysis of 
the shroud itself. 

The last public display of 
the shroud was in 2000, 
when more than 1 million 
people turned up to see it. 
The next is scheduled for 
2010, and Pope Benedict 
XVI has been asked to visit

Bad time to be playing Patriots

NEW YORK (AP) — There’s never really a 
good time for the New York Jets to face the 
New England Patriots. Since Bill Belichick 
became New England’s coach in 2000, the Jets 
are 7-13 against their division rivals. 

Many of the NFL games have been contentious 
— remember Spygate and the Eric Mangini- 
Belichick non-handshakes — and Belichick 
and current Jets coach Rex Ryan aren’t exactly 
friends. It won’t help Belichik’s mood, either, 
that New York won 16-9 in September. 

Not that Belichick’s dour demeanor has been 
anything close to cheery since last Sunday’s 
late-game gamble backfired and the Patriots 
fell 35-34 to the Indianapolis Colts. 

So playing extra hard against the Jets might 
be on the mind of Belichick and the Patriots, 
if not to virtually secure another AFC East 
division crown then to ease the memories from 
Indianapolis. 

“I’m worried about the Jets,” Patriots star Tom 
Brady said. “I think we’ve all got to move 
forward (from the Colts game) and understand 
that we’re playing a great opponent, one that 
really gave our offense a lot of problems the 
last time we played them and that has a lot of 
good players.” 

The Jets also have problems on both sides of 
the line. Their running game is strong, but 


rookie Mark Sanchez is going through the 
expected struggles of a first-year quarterback. 
Their aggressive defense was rolled over by 
Jacksonville for a winning drive last weekend. 
And now they have some ticked off Patriots to 
contend with. 

Following that gritty, if somewhat fortuitous, 
comeback against New England, the Colts 
should be feeling rather spry. Their record is 9- 
0 for the third time in five years, and they have 
a team-record 18 consecutive regular-season 
victories. A win against the Baltimore Ravens 
will give them the second-longest streak behind 
New England’s 21 that included the 16-0 mark 
in 2007. 

“We can’t be in any better spot, that’s a given,” 
said Jim Caldwell, thus far the most successful 
rookie coach in the modem era. “But the fact 
of the matter is there’s still a lot of work to be 
done. If you take a peek in the rearview mirror, 
there are some teams behind us, but not very 
far behind us, in our division even.” 

The other perfect team, the New Orleans Saints, 
have stmggled so often in the past month — 
and not against the toughest opponents — that 
talk at home has quieted down about a “perfect 
season.” 

Of course, for these Saints stmggling means 
that they haven’t clinched games by the end of 
the third quarter.

The Panthers got within 17- 
14 on Steve Smith’s leaping 
27-yard touchdown catch 
and DeAngelo Williams’ 2- 
point conversion run with 
5:18 left. But Ricky Williams
